| SPEAKS WITH WADSWORTH 


Candidates Hailed at Buffalo— 
Senator Attacks Wagner on \ 
Federal Education.

BUFFALO, Oct. 18.—A crowd esti- 
mated by the police at 4,000 braved a 
rainstorm and jammed the Elmwood 
Music ‘Hall here tonight to cheer 
Ogden L. Mills, Senator James W. 
Wadsworth Jr. and Vincent B. 


attacked their Democratic opponents 
in the most enthusiastic meeting thus 
far in the Republican campaign. 

Representative Mills, after reviewing 
the issues as he has discussed them, 
declared that Governor Smith has 
dodged every important question, in- 
cluding milk and Tammany, and had 
particularly avoided facing the qwes- 
tion of Government operation of public 
utilities. 

* “The Governor has altered hig posi- 
tion sa frequently,” said Mr. Mills; 
“has shown so much confusion of 
thought and so little adequate study, 
that he owes it to the people to state |: 
where h stands today and, more spe- 
cifically, what Hé proposes to have |, 


the State do in the mattér of water- 
power development. 

“Public operation puts _ utilities 
squarely into politics. Rates: and ex- 
tensions becoming matters of political! |} 
consideration. economic policies are 
made to yield to political exigencies 
and securing votes rather than render- 
ing services becomes a controlling -mo- 
tive. The payroll. is determined not by 
the needs of business, but the pat- 
ronage demands of the boss.’’

| paign was ‘actorded Representative 


Mills. Frequently he was interrupted 
by cries of “Atta boy,” “‘Go to it,”’ and 
at times he was forced to stop to await 
the cessation of the applause. 

The meeting from the beginning was 
an old-time political rally... From. the 
moment when the crowd roared **No”’ 
to the question from the Chairman, 
“Shall we continue forever to march 
to the tune of the ‘Sidewalks of New 
York?’ ”’ until the moment when Mr. 
Mills declared that ‘‘Tammany Hall 
must be checked and, if possible, de- 
stroyed’”’ the enthusiasm. continued un- 
checked. 

Senator Wadsworth, who followed 
both Major Murphy and Mr. Mills, paid 
his respects to Tammany to the delight 
of the crowd. 

“The troubie with Tammany,” said 
Senator Wadsworth, ‘is that while it 
can add, substract and multiply it 
never divides.” 


Wadsworth Hits at Wagner.’ 


Senator Wadsworth taunted former 
Justice Robert F. Wagner with having 
abruptly shifted his position on the is- 
sue of a Federal Department of Edu- 
cation. 

“A few days ago my Democratic op- 
ponent, in answer to a questionnaire, 
indicated his approval] of the estab- 
lishment of a Federal Department of 


Education,”” said Senator Wadsworth. 
“Yesterday he issued a statement de- 
claring his opposition to Federal] con- 
trol of schools. He says he will fight 
it to his very death. Some one must 
have told him what it was all about. 

‘His impulsive nature instantly re- 
sponds with a determination ‘to lay 
down his life in repelling a menace 
which he heard of only yesterday. We 
who have been fighting this battle for 
years welcome this new recruit to the 
‘battalion of death.’ 

NHe says he is a State’s rights Dem- 
ocrat. If he ever gets to the Senate he 
will be very lonely. I have searched 
there for nearly twelve years and have 
found very few of -the tribe.

1927 expenditures $4,401,934.50 
in excess of its total allotment for the 
current year and the Department of 


1926. 

Commissioner McLaughlin, who ap- 
peared in person before the board to 
urge the claims of the police, obtained 
a grant of 1,000 new patrolmen for the 
coming year at a salary cost of 
$1,769,000; twenty additional Lieuten- 
ants at a cost of $66,000, and ‘four new 
police inspeetors at\a cost of '$19,600. 
What he‘ had asked in his original 
requisition filed with the Budget Di- 
rector was 2,654 additional patrolmen 
at a cost of $4,694,000 and sixty-two

He has placed 1,000 new 
patrolmen on the streets in the ‘year 
1926. In addition to the 1,000 voted 
yesterday, he expects to be able to 
swell the number of men, on patrol 
duty by the withdrawal of nearly 500 
who are now assigned to special de- 
tails, thus making an addition of 
about 2,500 men to the active force 
since he took command of the depart- | 
ment in January, 1926. 

In order to get his additional 1,000 
patrolmen, which he considered _ his 
most imperative need, Commissioner 
McLaughlin voluntarily agreed to fore- 
go the opening of ‘all the new police 
stations which had been inoluded in 
his original requisition.

BERLIN, Oct. 18.—A gallant, grand 
seigneur with a genial simplicity of 
manner and keen but kindly sense of 
humor is the picture of President von 
Hindenburg drawn by Mrs. James J. 
Walker, wife of the Mayor of New

Mrs. Walker, who is ree first woman 
to be received officially’ by Germany’s 
Chief Executive, described her visit to 
THE New YorK Times correspondefit 
on her return: to the Hotel Adlon. 
where she and her party are stopping. 
as follows: 

“Although it was called officially’ an 
audience, it was really just an infor- 
mal call. The President welcomed us 
in his private study and asked us to 
sit down. When we found. there 
weren’t chairs enough for .everybody 
President von Hindenburg said, with 
a chuckle, ‘Let the ladies be séated and 
the old gentlemen can have‘ the other 
chairs.’ After that, needless to say, 
the men in our party stood and so did 
the Field Marsh 

*“‘When I was introduced he kissed | 
my hand, which one wouldn’t expect 
Mr. Coolidge to do; but I think it is a 
charming European custom. 

“Maybe because he is a soldier I had 
expected to find the President a_ bit 
stiff. and stern;: but he is not like that 
at all—just a genial, human, delight- 
ful gentleman.

Queen Marie of Rumania, her face 
glowing with pleasure over the en- 
thusiasm which had greeted her ar- 
rival in this country,- expressed her 
thanks yesterday at noon in/her first 
[radio speech. made over WNYC from 
the Aldermanic Chamber. of the City 
Hall, where she was officially received 
by Mayor Walker. 

The great room, was hung with 
American and Rumanian flags. The 
band played the Améfrican and the 
Rumanian ~- national anthems. The 
royal visitor was seated.on the throne 
of carved wood and plush which had 
been occupied before by a king, two 
crown princes,. by cardinals, - famous 
statesmen end great athletes, but 
never before by a queen.

Queen Rises to Speak.

QUEEN CENTRE OF DISPUTE. 


Syndicates With Contracts Try in 
Vain to Control Interviews. 

Queen Marie’s visit to America is 
hedged about by many of the same 
sort of complications which surround 
she visit of an opera star whose ser- 
vices are claimed by rival managers, 
says The Associated Press. 

A feature syndicate for which the 
Queen has''been writing articles for 
many months asserts that its ex- 
clusive contract is still in force, and 
that: under it the Queen must give 


it exclusive control of all her literary 
output for six weeks more. But an- 
other feature service has signed her 
up for articles on her impressions of 
America. Representatives of . these 
two organizations, as well as other 
persons cialming to have a hand in 
arranging the Queen's affairs, were 
aboard. the Leviathan yesterday, 
watching one another like hawks and 
endeavoring to establish their various 
claims. ‘ 

The representatives of the concern 
which has signed the Queen for her 
impressions of the United States ran 
abeam all the newspaper ¢orrespon- 
dents on the liner by announcing this 
contract, which provided that the 
Queen could not grant any interviews 
in the United States with the excep- 
tion of one upon her arrival at Quar- 
antine in. New York. The Queen’s 
suite denied the Queen had permitted 
such a provision to be included in her 
contract. However, “when she saw the 
news correspondents serving the agen-+ 
cies and many important papers on 
the trip from Cherbourg to New York, 
there was a specific provision made 
that the Queen was not to be quoted 
for publication and would not expect 
to be asked questions. 

The Queen's reply to questions put 
to her at Quarantine did not clear up 
the mystery of the “‘impressions’’ con- 
tract. Members of her suite have said 
repeatedly that the Rumanian Govern- 
ment will not permit her to give inter- 
views, but stoutly deny that this in- 
terdiction was prompted by any ex- 
clusive contract the Queen has made 
to sell her views on America. 

The air on the Leviathan was full 
of. gossip about possible lawsuits and 
injunctions concerning the Queen's 
writing. while in the United States.

The party 
paused a few. moments in the Presiden- 
tial room at the station, through which 
Marshals Foch and Joffre, Lord Bal- 
four; President Wilson, at the conclu- 
sion of the Versailles conference, royal 
visitors and others meriting the high- 
est dignities Washingtor™can bestow 
— passed on their entry to the capi- 


Several thousand persons were 
massed in the broad plaza in front of 
the station. The Queen smiled and 
waved her .hand at the faces packed 
tightly against the grilled iron bar- 
riers. The cavalry squadron moved 
out and the automobiles filed within 
the private portico and followed slowly 
down Delaware Avenue. The way led 
directly toward the Capitol. A more 
impressive route could not have been 
found. 

Through the Capitol grounds, past 
the Peace Monument and up Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue the column progressed, 
keeping a slow pace to allow the 
Srowds gathered along -the line of 
march to see the visiting ruler and re- 
ceive her response to their salutes. 

The procession turned at the Treas- 
ury Building and pasged the White 
House, Then it went up Sixteenth 
Street to Scott Circle and along Massa- 
chusetts Avenue to the Rumanian Le- 
_gation, which will be the Queen’s home 
while she stays here. 


Arrival at the Legation. 


The crowds in front of the Legation 

were the most fortunate of all the 
thousands who tried to get a good 
view of the Queen. It was several 
minutes after her arrival before she 
passed from view behind the doors of 
the Rumahian Building. She wore a 
full-length coat of gray astrakhan gnd 
a.gold.turban with a dark plume. er 
dress was of brown silk, with a flounce 
of red. Her shoes and stockings were 
gray. She carried a large bouquet of 
roses in her arms. 
* Princess Ileana, whose car arrived a 
moment after her mother’s, was 
wrapped from neck to ankle in a gray 
squirrel coat, which entirely hid her 
dress. She wore a black turban hat. 
Neither the Queen. nor the Princess 
wore gloves. Prince Nicholas was in 
afternoon dress. 

The cameramen, of course, were 
there in force as the Queen arrived, 
and as she stepped from her car there 
Was an explosion so loud that many 
among the spectators started.. It did 
not disturb the Queen, however, for 
already she had become used to flash- 
light barrages. 

he royal party dined privately at 
the legation at 8 o’clock. The Ruma- 
nian officials normally resident there 
have moved out to the Wardman Park 
Hotel, at which also are staying sev- 
eral members of the party of Ameri- 
cans who came on the special train. 

It. was stated that Queen Marie was 
retiring early because a heavy pro- 
gtam awaited her and her party to- 
morrow. At 9:30 A. M. tomorrow-the 
three members of the royal family, ac- 
companied by Mr. Dijiuvara, the Ruma- 
nian Chargé d’Affaires, the Queen’s 
aides and Mr. and Mrs. J. Butler 
Wright, will leave the legation in auto- 
mobiles for Arlington National Ceme- 
tery to lay a wreath on the tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier. 

They will havea military escort and 
a royal salute will be fired by artil- 
lerymen. 

Thence the party: will go to Mount 
Vernon. In the afternoon the Queed, 
the Prince and the Princess will go 
to the White House to be officially 
teceived by President and Mrs. Cool- 
idge. A half hour later, at 4:30 P. M., 
President and Mrs. Coolidge will re- 
turn the call at the Rumanian Lega- 
tion, timing their visit to last exactly 
as long as the Queen’s visit to them. 
At 8 P. M. the members of the royal 
family will be guests ofthe President 
and Mrs. Coolidge at dinner at the 
White House. 


Watches From Car Window. 


Tired as she was after her early 
rising on the Leviathan and the grati- 
fying but wearying. welcome in New 
York, Queen Marie ignored the oppor- 
tunity to rest in her stateroom on the 
journey from New York and sat all 
afternoon in a corner of the royal 
family’s car watching America unroll 
before her. 3 

It was an entirely different America 
from ‘the city of roaring canyons in- 
-habited by gentlemen in top hats and 
black lacquer canes which she had 
just seen, and Queen Marie appeared 
to enjoy every mile of' it. Factory 
windows were massed with §shirt- 
sleeved workmen who grinned a wel- 
come—and the Queen waved back at 
them; railroad men in overalls gazed 
up at the royal special whirling 
through the yards of New Jersey 
towns and were rewarded with smiles. 
Flappers in the streets won a greeting 
when their waving. handkerchiefs 
caught the Queen’s eye. 

Just north of Baltimore the train, 
running slowly, passed a group of ne- 
gro,track workers. They knew the 
Queen was on the train and waved 
frantically just as she looked up from 
a sheaf of welcoming messages and 
smiled oack at. them broadly. 

“Oh, they're delightful!’ she ex- 
claimed. “I love these colored boys.‘ 
They remind me of the gypsies of my 
own country.” 

Only twice on the way from New 
York to Washington did the train stop 
Once was at West Philadelphia, and it. 
was for only three minutes. A sizable 
crowd had gdthered on the embDank- 
ment overlooking the little suburban 
railway station. A hundred or more

see the distinguished travelers. 

It was -3 o’clock, and luncheon was 
just being completed in the Queén’s 
car. In answer.to the shouts from the 
crowd Princess Ileana, a graceful fig- 
ure in pale blue, came out to the rear 
platform and. beamed upon. the wel- 
comers. Her. brother, the slender young 
Prince Nicholas, laid. down a bulldog 


pipe and came out and joined her. The}. 


crowd cheered them and called insis- 
tently for the Queen. 

“Mother is very busy,” explained 
Princess Ileana. But even .as she made 
the apologies her mother appeared 
from inside the car,.as smilingly as 
ever, and waved a greeting to the peo- 
ple; She said'a few words in appre- 
ciation of the welcome, but they were 
lost in the cheers of her audience. 

At Baltimore there was a longer stop, 
and several times the Queen went out 
on the platform to smile upon the 
crowd, which kept growing. as thé 
train waited.  § -.. 

. Even though she. spoke very little 
each time, the Queen’s veice grew 
hoarse toward the, last. 

Queen -Marie was in a gay 


train, at which moment she came of- 
fically under the direct protection of 
the United States Government. The 
platform along which the special train 
stood at the Pennsylvania Station in 
New York was guarded by a dozen 
policemien under personal command of 
Lieutenant John Collins, and they ex- 
cluded all except those with official 
business in connection with the 
Queen’s departure. A handful of of- 
ficials of tHe Pennsylvania Railroad 
paced up and down the platform and 
inspected and reinspected the cars. 
making sure that the last final touch 
was perfect. 

At the moment the approach of the 
Queen was signaled, two minutes past 
one, an ill-advised porter started to 
enter the royal car, armed with mop 
and pail. He was immediately pounced 
upon by three officials, two policemen 
and a porter. He insisted he was to 
scrub the vestibule. platform, which 
already was shining. After being hus- 
tled to the end of the platform he 
found a piece of brass to polish, and 
so consoled himself. : 

The waiting officials suddenly formed 
a protective lane as the elevator con- 
taining the royal party descended to 
the train level. Mayor Walker, at. her 
left, was escorting Queen Marie. He 
must have said something very amus- 
ing in the elevator, for: Her Majesty 
was laughing and the Mayor wore a 
pleased grin. 


Queen Pleased With Her Car. 


The Queen, the Prince and the Prin- 
cess were taken at once to their car, 
the American and Rumanian diplomats 
and aides filed into the preceding Pull- 
man and the train pulled out at 1:08. 
The car occupied by the Queen ap- 
peared to please her exceedingly. “It 


is the business car of General E. W. 
Atterbury, head of the Pennsylvania 
System, and has carried many notable 
personages, among them Marshal Foch 
when he toured this country. The 
little lounge in the rear part of the 
car was lined with flowers. Baskets 
of red, yellow and white roses stood 
on the tables and on the mantel. A 
huge basket of fruit decorated the 
writing desk. Down the corridor was 
the Queen’s private stateroom, with a 
large bed and a bath. Princess Ileana, 
Prince Nicholas and. Prince Hohenlohe- 
Langenburg each had a smaller state- 
room. . : 

In the Queen’s room was a huge bas- 
and in 
Princess Ileana’s were white ones. The 
dining room was decorated with a 
mammoth floral piece of asters of 
many colors. : 

The Queen’s party was under the im- 
mediate care of Esbone Pierce, an 
Englishman, who is chief porter for 
General Atterbury. He perhaps was 
the calmest person involved in the 
day’s arrangements, for, he has offici- 
ated many times for royalty. He was 
King Edward's ‘cook before Edward’s 
coronation. Since coming to this coun- 
try he has accompanied Presidents 
Coolidge and Harding on trips. He was 
on the car when it carried Marshal 
Foch. \ . 

Helping him were other porters of 
equal experience in ministering to the 
wants of the, famous. 

The train was under the personal 
direction of C. E. McCullough, Assist- 
ant General Passenger Agent of the 
Pennsylvania, who is accompanying 
the party. Other officials of the Penn- 
sylvania and of the Pullman Company 
also were on’ hand, F 

Besides the car reserved for the royal 
guests, there was a compartment Pull- 
man and a chair car for’ the other 
members of the party, a dining car and 
a baggage car. 

A drizzling rain was falling when 
the special. train emerged from ‘the 
tunnel and sped across the New Jersey 
meadows. If Queen Marie had had 
time to see much of the early part of 
the journey she might have been sur- 
prised at the ugliness of much of: the 
industrial district through .which she 
was passing. But she: was_ engrossed 
at first in a.great pile of telegrams,

letters and radio messages of welcome 
and she looked up only when her at-

Shortly after the journey was well 
under way luncheon was served in the 
private dining room. Those at the 
table were Queen Marie, Prince Nich- 
olas, Prince Hohenlohe-Landenburg, 
Princess Ileana, the two ladies in wait- 
ing and Mr. Wright. 


The lunch was thorough!y American. 
It began with oysters on the half shell. 
and its chief dish. was broiled squab 
guinea hen. Other items were cream- 
of-fresh-tomato soup, filet of white 
fish au _ gratin, ‘small potatoes in 
cream, new peas, hearts of romaine, 
with roquefort dressing, corn muffins, 
French vanilla ice cream with maple 
sauce, cakes and cheese. 

After luncheon the Queen, instead of 
grasping the opportunity to rest, re- 
turned to the lounge and esumed her 
seat next to the observation platform. 
An elaborately decorated piayer-piano 
had been installed in the car with a 
full complement of rolls, covering both 
the classic and the jazz fieid. 

Princess Ileana and Prince Nicholas 
busied themselves with this 
spent most of -the afternoon at : 
They tried a few of the claagics, but 
experimented mainly with American 
music and laughed over ‘‘Why Do You 
Roll Those Eyes?’ and “Thanks for 
the Buggy Ride."" And once, when 
the door at the end of the car was 
opened, a ‘burst of -song came from 
the car ahead—American male voices 


singing ‘‘Hail, Hail, the Gang’s All 


Here.”’ 

Reports that the Government would 
pay the entire railroad expenses of the 
American tour of Queen Marie were 
denied today by Government officials. 
It was explained that the expenses of 
the trip from New York to Washington 
would be paid out’ of the State De- 
partment’s fund for entertaining “dis- 
tinguished visitors. 

“According. to a high railroad official! 
familiar with the arrangements, no ef- 
fort has been made to obtain free pas- 
sage for the Queen and her party on 
the railroads of this country. It was 
explained that no such request had 
been madesand that, if it had, the 
railroads, under the. Interstate Com- 
merce act, could not have given the 


persons who can be carried free by the 
railroads under this act wre officials 
of the railroads. The Presidents of 
railroads, it was declared, could not 
carry the Queen and her party in their 
private cars without paying fares. 

The railroad tour—after the Queen 
returns to New York-—is being ar- 
ranged through Samuel Hill, son-in, 
law of the late James J. Hill. The 
Queen will go to Maryhill, Ore., to 
dedicate a fine arts museum at that 
place built by Mr. Hill and delicated to 
his mother-in-law and his wife. Ac- 
cording to the _ railroad officials 
through whom the trip across the con- 
tinent is being arranged, Mr. Hill re- 
quested that the railroad tour be ar- 
ranged, and it is expected that he or 
someone connected with him will as- 
sume the expenses. The Government 
will have no further responsibility for 
entertaining the Queen after she re- 
turns to New York.

™ SHANGHAI, Oct..18.—The threatened 
invasion of Shanghai by certain disaf- 
fected Chekiangese apparently is a 
damp squib. Late last evening small 
detachments of Chekiang provincial 
troops advanced within seven miles of 
Shanghai and fired a few volleys, ap- 
parently with the object of creating a 
panic. The bluff failed completely. 

Dr. V. K. Ting, Mayor of Greater 
4 Shanghai, carefully restrained the 


Kiangsu forces from retaliating today, 
and telegraphed to Hsia Chao, Civil 
Governor of Chekiang, to the following 
effect: 

“You are at war with us. We are 
not at war with you. When you with- 
draw your troops we will reopen the 
railway.”’ 

Disappointed in the expected rising 
in Shanghai, and possessing in all 
probability fewer troops\than he first 
‘was supposed to have, and being un- 
able to shake the calm demeanor of 
Sun Chuan-fang’s officers, Hsia Chao 
telegraphed back that he was with- 
drawing his men from Sungkiang to 
Kashing. 

In a later telegram he said that his 
retirement actually had begun. 

Meanwhile Marshal Sun telegraphed 
that what Chekiang did was a matter 
of indifference to him until his work 
in Kiangsi was finished, provided 
Shanghai was adequately guarded. 

Troops continued all day to arrive by 
the Nanking Railway and were de- 
-tailed to guard the southern approaches 
to Shanghai. ; 

The, troops of Sun in this district now 
are estimated at 6,000. 


SHANGHAI, Oct. 18 (#).—Troops of 
Marshal Sun Chuan-fang have thrown 
up defense works thirty miles south of 
Shanghai in their advance along the 
railway to meet the forces of Hsia 
Chao,’ ‘who are said to have started 
3,000 strong toward this city. Hsai 
Chao, who was reported on Saturday 
to have declared the independence of 
Chekiang Province, of which he is 
Governor, has successfully masked the 
advance of his troops, and it is not 
known when they will strike. 

Sun was said to be at Nanking, 
Kiangsu Province, his capital. Many 
well-informed observers believe he 
may come to Shanghai personally to 
direct operations of his troops. They 
believe he will concentrate hisefforts 
at present to retain control of Chekiang 
and Kiansu Provinces, abandoning for 
a time the campaign to expe] the Can- 
tonese Government armies from his, 
Kiangsi.

his ‘‘development of the gyro-compess 
andthe application of the gyroscope 
to the stabilization of ships and air.

The formal ——— of the award 
will be made on the evening of Dec. 7, 
at the Engineering Auditorium, 29 
West Thirty-ninth Street. It will be 
in connection with the annual meeting 
of the American Society of. Mechanical 
Engineers, during which Charles M. 
Schwab will be inaugurated as Presi- 
dent. The award to Mr. Sperry is the 
twenty-third bestowal of the honor. 
Other medalists included Lord Kelvin, 
George Westinghouse, Alexander Grax 
ham Bell, Charles T. Porter, Alfred 
Noble, James Douglas and Henry M. 
Howe, 

The medal was ‘cone unanimously 
to Mr. Sperry by the John Fritz Medal 

Board, composed of sixteen represen- 
tatives of the American Societies of 
Civil; Mining and Metallurgical, Me- 
chanical and Electrical Engineers, 
which have a membership of 65,000. 
The members of the Board of Award 
were John R. Freeman, Charlies F.

In 1883 he erected on Lake 
Michigan, at Chicago, ‘where he had 
established a manufacturing company, 
the highest electrical beacon in the 
world, which had 40,000. candlepower. 
When the automobile industry was 
young he devised a successful electri- 
cal machine and in 1896 he drove the 
first American automobile in Paris. 

He has done much in the field of 
electrochemistry. He invented a proc- 
ess for producing caustic soda and 
bleach and another invention was an 
electrolytic process for producing white 
lead from waste products of copper 
mines. 

It .was about thirty years ago that 
Mr. Sperry turned his attention to the 
gyroscope, and he soon concluded that 
this mathematician’s toy could be put 
to work. The result was the gyro- 
compass, and his ship’s stabilizer soon 
followed. About eight years ago he 
announced his high intensity arc 
searchlight, which is now standard. 
This pure white light has played an 
important part in the indoor filming 
of motion pictures and in their projec- 
tion. He won the first prize of the 
French Aero Club for his airplane

Joseph V. McKee revealed that he 
had been offered a sort of milk ‘‘czar- 
dom’’ by the New York Milk Chamber 
of Commerce, an organization of in- 
dependent dealers, and had refused the 
offer, which was made last Spring. 
The Aldermanic President referred 


to the incident briefly i= his speech, 
an which he told the women that Gov- 
ernor Smith was the. greatest cham- 
pion their sex had ever had in 
ublic office.. When questioned later 
e told of the offer'in more detail, 
‘with the+reason for his refusal. 
“Some time early in the Spring, I 
have forgotten the exact date, but it 
was before any of the milk graft 
trials,”’ said Mr. McKee, ‘“‘three men 
representing the New York Milk 
Chamber of Commerce came to see me 
in my office in the City Hall. One 
- of them was President Leo A. O’Neill, 
another was Henry Pfanmuller, the 
Secretary of the organization, and I 
think the third man was named Valbo. 


Planned Post Like Landis’s. 
“They told me that Health Commis- 
sioner Harris had told them they must 
clean house and that the appointment 


of some sort of dictator who had had 
no previous connection with the milk 
industry would ¢ the situation. 
They promised th should have ab- 
solute control, as Judge Landis has in 
baseball and Will. Hays has in the 
movies. 

“They suggested ‘paying me $10,000 
a year, with the understanding that 
in the event of any special work there 
would be additional compensation. 
They promised me full authority and 
their entire cooperation. They  be- 
lieved I could hold the job and do 
my work at the City Hall as well, but 
I told them I did not think so, as I 
found the city’s work was taking my 
whole time. So I turned down the 
offer. 

“But before I turned it down I 
looked into the whole milk situation 
personally, and after carrying on my 
independent investigation*.I came to 
the conclusion that the city’s milk 
supply was then being adequately 
protected by the Health Commissioner, 
in whom I had implicit confidence, 
and that he was getting the proper 
cooperation from other city and county 
officials and has continued to have it.” 

Mr. McKee was asked whether his 
investigation showed the need of in- 
tervention by Governor Smith and the 
appointment of special investigators or 
the impaneling of special grand juries, 
@s argued by Representative Mills. 

“As I understand it the only duty 
of the Governor to step into a local 
situation such as this, arises when the 
Jocal authorities are unable to cope 
with the situation as was the case 
in Saratoga. But in my investigation 
of the milk situation I never came 
across an instance where it appeared 
the local situation could not be 
¢handled locally and was not in fact 
being properly handled by Dr.. Harris 
and, later, Judge Kelby.”’

‘He has stood four square for the 
cause of suffrage and when he was 
elevated to the office of Governor he 
lost no time showing his faith in the 
cause he espoused. He is a leader now 
in the campaign to make jury service 
optional with women. He has not re- 
treated an inch in his effort to enact 
the forty-eight-hour week for women 
in factories. He has fought for the 
abolition of the dower right and foi 
a declaration of equal responsibility on 
the part of the men for commercialized 
vice prosecutions. 

“He has sought legislation that 
would require a five-day delay between 
the issuance of a marriage license and 
the performance of that bindihg cere- 
mony. He has further advocated the 
prohibition of marriages between girls 
under 16 years and boys under 18, un- 
less with Court consent. 

“He selected a woman as head of 
the State Civil Service Commission. 
Again, he chose a woman as the head 
of one of the most important branches 
of the State Government—the State In- 
dustrial Board. He appointed a wo- 
man member of the State Hospital 
Commission and the State Board of 
Charities now has several women 
members, thanks only to the courage 
and confidence of Governor Smith. - 

“He has upon several occasions ad- 
vocated ‘before the Legislature at Al- 
bany the election of a woman to the 
State Board of Regents.”’ 

Mrs. Norman = > ‘Whitehouse de- 
clared that Smith a Wagner are of 
the people, and the reason Smith is 
referred to as a humane man is be- 
cause he knows what misfortune 
means; while the rich, such as the 
candidates of the Republican Party, 
she said, have so many advantages 
they ‘‘cannot enter the kingdom of 
heaven.’’

‘Senator Wagner had telephoned from 
up-State a special message to the wo- 
men, which Mrs. Daniel O’Day of 
Westchester County read, as follows:

The recall petition chargés thé Exec- 
utive with appointing members of the 
Legislature to administrative positions 
for the ‘“‘purpose of preventing the 
free expression of the will of the peo- 
ple through their representatives in 
the Legislature.” . 

Concerning appropriations and levies 
for State institutions, including insti- 
tutions of higher education, it was 
charged the Governor “failed, neg- 
lected and refused’’ to enforce them 
and since their passage by the Legis- | 
lature “thas attempted to prevent and 
has prevented’’ their enforcement. 

The petition charged also that. the 
Governor unjustly removed from. of- 
fice three University of Washington 
regents and a trustee of the Cheney 
Normal School in order that he might 
fill vacancies with his own appointees.

Paul Smith Asserts That From 
| Bottom of Can, Uniess Stirred, 
Would Be “Illegal.”

OSWEGO, N.. be ‘Oct. 18.—Paul 
Smith, a merhber of the “Executive 
Committee and the Sales Committee of 
the Dairymen’s League Cooperative 
Association, Inc., in talking with 
newspaper men here today, criticised 
sharply Ogden L.. Mills, the Repub- 
lican candidate for Governor, for his 
Campaign speeches featuring the milk 
scandal in New York City. 

“Mills either does not know what he 
is talking about or he is making delib- 
erate misstatements of the facts,’’ said 
Mr; Smith,: who denied that 80 per 
cent. or any other large percentage of 
the milk distributed in New York City 
was ever adulterated. 

He said that the headlines over 
Mills’s speeches in many of the New 
York City newspapers were consistent- 
ly misleading in this respect and 
people were led to believe that nearly 
the whole of New York’s milk supply 
was adulterated or contaminated. The 
consumption of milk was cut down and 
the farmers lost heavily. 

Samples of illegal milk in 1925 were 
all found, Mr. Smith said, in the loose 
or dipped milk sold in the retail stores. 
Milk sold loose in these stores — 


sented, he estimated, less than 25 
cent. of the milk distributed in 
York City. 

Representative Mills was absolutely 
unfair in his statements. He had 
taken the highest testing milk found 
on the farms and compared it with the 
lowest testing milk he could find in 
New York City. - 

“Mills ts quoted-as saying that sam- 
pies of milk taken at the Windsor 
P lant in Broome County, N. Y., tested 

6 per cent.,’”’ said Mr. Smith. ‘‘Rec- 
ords in the New York office of the 
league show that the average test of 
the milk at this Windsor eat in the 
six months following Jan. 1, 1925, never 
attained a test of more than 3.8 per 
cent., in some months it was 3.6 and 
3.7 per cent. In fact, the mi om 
this: plant is not sold in New Yo 
‘fluid form. The cream is separated 


from it at the plant. 

“It is clear to me vee happened 
when Mills’s agents in 1925 took the 
samples of the loose milk in the retail 

stores. The milk is dipped from a 
large can. If the storekeeper or his 
clerks fail to stir the milk, the richer 
portion is dipped out first. A sample 
taken from the bottom of the can will 
show a low test in butter fat and 
solids...An inspector.or any othe? per- 
son can get samples‘of illegal milk in 
any store in the city any day in the 
year. 

“As to the samples recently taken in 
the Bronx, I venture to say the same 
thing happened. A person looking for 
illegal milk can always find it among 
the dealers of dipped milk. The reason 
is that it is handled in a careless way, 
not that there may be any intention 
of violating the law by the dealer. 

“Because New York City has set 
standards for mi so much higher 
than other cities in this State, it has 
brought about bootlegging of milk and 
cream. Now that bootlegging has 
been stopped in the greater city the 
barred cream and milk are being sold 
in the up-State cities, where the regu- 
lations are not strict.

Charges Smith Shifts Position. 


Turning to public utilities the Re- 
publican candidate declared that the 
Governor had changed his position fre- 
quently on the. question of State or 
private operation. 

“As long’as he refuses to answer 80 
legitimate a question it is fair to as- 
sume that his real purpose is contained 
in his original messages on the sub- 
ject to the Legislature.

“‘The State should develop. the 
power resources of these rivers and 
transmit the energy created thereby to 
every municipality over transmission

“That is a clear-cut declaration ifn 


favor of State ownership and opera- 
tion of the generating and distributing 
system. 

‘The following year in his.message 
advocating the creation of a water 
o— authority, an agency of the 

te as distinguished from the State 
government itself, he evidently still 
had in mind ownership and operation 
of the generating and distribution 
plants by this State agency, which is, 
ot coursé, government operation by 
another name. That this was still his 
idea in February, 1926, is indicated by 
his statement pointing to the Ontario 
Hydroelectric Commission as a model. 
It was not until March, after I had 
attacked his program, that he decided 
to retreat and to limit himself to State 
construction and operation of the gen- 
erating plant alone. 


Points to Democratic Platforms. 


“Pending an answer from the Gov- 
ernor to these questions I have asked 
him one thing which appears perfectly 
clear, and that is if the Democratic 
Party in this State had adopted Gov-

CITY, Oct. 18.—The Mexi- 
can Congress will'study a project to re- 
form the Constitution to permit the 
re-election of a former President when 
a term: has intervened. This project 

been presented by friends of Gen- 
éral Alvaro Obregon, who ‘raised the 
question of the legality of Article 83 
when he visited Mexico City a’- few 
months ago. General Obregon stated 
that the Constitution permitted the re- 
election of any citizen, even one who 
had served a term as President. 

The project before Congress states: 

“A citizen - who has exercised the po- 
sition of President may again oqcupy 
the post if designated in the popular 
elections if: a Presidential term has 
intervened.”’ ‘ 

Friends of General Obregon say he 
will be a candidate and will have the 
support of the majority of the States. 

Members of Congress, now in ses- 
sion, refused to comment on. the pro- 
ect, but admit that there is a possi- 

ility of ‘two changes being made in 
‘the Federal Co&hstitution. ‘If the Con- 
stitutional reforms are effected, the 
dynasty of Sonora, which started with 
the election of de la Huerta to fulfill 
the unexpired term of Venustiano Car- 
ranzas, then was followed by Obre- 
gon, later by President Calles, will be 
able to continue in possession of the 
Presidential chair for a number of | 
years, as the reforms will permit Ob- 
regon to become the next President in 
1928 and also give President Calles an 
opportunity to succeed Obregon in 1032. 

Obregon Congressmen are trying to 
eliminate from the Constitution the 
words, ‘‘can never be re-elécted.’’ 

Although Obregon -has a large num- 
ber of Congressmen in his favor, he 
will find a strong opposition. Some 
Congressmen are opposed to_changes in 
the Constitution, especially in this case, 
which they say will work only for the 
benefit of the sons of the State of 
Sonora.

ISSUE IS COST OF MAKING 


Justices Ask How Fully That. Is 
Presented——Companies Hold 
Rate Is Confiscatory,.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Questions 
asked by members of the United States 
Supreme Court today during argu-, 
ments of the cases brought by the 
State of New York to sustain the law 
prescribing a rate of $1 a thousand 
feet for gas, indicated that the Court’s 
decision — * hinge in the main on the 
| point whetHer the rate is confiscatory, 
as the companies involved allege. The 
istatute was signed by Governor Smith 
in 1923, following a ruling by the New 
York Public Service Commission, in 
which a rate of $1.15 a thousand feet 
was ordered and put. into effect. 

The Supreme Court has considered 
previous cases involving controversies 
over New York laws relating to gas 
and hope was expressed by Chief Jus- 
tice Taft that this would be the last 
of such issues to be brought up in 
court here. 

There are three suits involved in the 
present proceedings, instituted by the 
State against the, Consolidated Gas 
Company, the Brooklyn Union Gas 
Company and the Kings County Light- 
ing Company. The Bronx Gas Com- 
pany, through its attorney, William 
Ransome, moved to docket and dismiss 
the State’s appeal for failure to docket 
the State’s case against the Bronx 
company within the time prescribed 
by the statutes and the motion was 
granted. 

John H. Clark Jr. solicitor for Attor- 
ney General Albert Ottinger of New 
York, who is the appellant: in each of 
the three ‘pending cases, opened the 
argument for the State. He will be 
followed by Charles E. Buchner, also 
for ‘the State; by John A. Garver and 
William Ransome, cng 5 emer = the 
Consolidated Company; by illiam 
Dyckman, for the Brooklyn Union, and 
by Samuel P. Moran, for the Kings 
County Lighting Company.

The United States Government was 
the biggest dealer in postage stamps 
yesterday at the International Stamp 
“Exhibition at the Grand Central 
Palace. Every visitor wanted to buy 
the new White Plains battle commemo- 
rative stamp, which was placed on 
sale for the first time at the Philatelic 
Branch Agency which forms part of 
the Postoffice Department exhibit. 
Superintendent Hidsness of the De- 
_ partment of Stamps at Washington, 
who is in charge of the Government 
exhibit, said last night that several 
thousand of the special sheets of 
twenty-five stamps which are being 
printed on the exhibition floor had 
been sold. Several leading dealers 
bought more than one thousand sheets 
apiece and had them canceled at a 
special window. Of late years an in- 
creased demand has sprung up for new 
stamps mailed and postmarked on the 
first day of issue. 


Demand for Rumanian Issue. 


Several dealers reported an unusual 
demand for the stamps of Rumania 
bearing the portrait of Queen Marie. 
Four stamps depict the Queen in dif- 
ferent poses and they can be purchased 


for a few cents. One, issued in 1920, 
shows her in the costume of a Red 
Cross nurse. The other three were 
issued in 1906. One shows the Queen 
in court robes, another represents her 
spinning and the other shows her 
— They are all beautifully en- 
ved. , 

Another stamp in which considerable 
interest is being shown is that of Ire- 
land. The finest collection of the Irish 
Free State issues is being displayed 
by W. J. F. Stanley. Jr. of London, 
who is exhibiting 130 complete sheets 
from the half penny through 10 shil- 
‘lings. Another foreign dealer selling 
the stamps is Robson Lowe. 

Henry Harvey of London is showing 
for the first time his remarkable col- 
lection of the stamps of Victoria, 
which contains proofs, essays, rare er- 
rors and a splendid variety of the 
Queen enthroned, designed in 1852.

Will Tell Their Congregations 
of Work of Society Which 
Seeks $1,000,000 Fund. 


PLAN EDUCATIONAL MOVE 


Action Is Taken at a Luncheon— 
Dean Robbins of St. John’s 
One of Leaders. 


The cooperation of the clergy of this 
city in the million-dollar campaign of 
the American Society for the Control 
of Cancer was urged yesterday at a 
luncheon at the Hotel Astor, which 
was attended by fifty-six clergymen. 
The Very Rev. Howard Chandler Rob- 
bins, Dean of the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine, Chairman of the 
Church Committee of the society, pre- 
sided. The speakers included Dr. 
Howard Canning’Taylor, President of 
the society; Dr. James Ewing of the 
Cornell Medical School, and Mrs. Rob- 
ert G. Mead of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the society. 

Dr. Ewing said that spiritual and 
physical evil go hand in hand, and 
that the churches today recognize the 
importance of extra eccleciastical ac- 
tivities. ‘‘The churches are better able 
to reach the people than the medical 
profession,’’ he said, ‘‘and if the clergy 
would familiarize themselves with the 
methods of preventing and curing can- 
cer they could’ disseminate this knowl- 
edge among their congregations and 
thus be the means of inducing. suffer- 
ers to consult a physician before it is 
too late. ' 

“Then, too, the churches are money- 
getters, and some of this money might 
well be diverted to cancer research and 
treatment. Cancer research work in 
this country is inadequately endowed, 
much less so than in England. I have 





a very optimistic view of the possibili- 
ties of cancer research, which since 
1900 has made tremendous progress in 
helping surgeons to a correct diagnosis 
and methods of treatment.” _ a 

Dr. Taylor spoke -of the’ imperative 
need for early. treatment of the dis- 
ease, ‘asserting that untiring efforts to 
educate the people to this need were 
the only means of coping with the dis- 
ease for years to come. Cancer, he 
said, could be cured in the early 
stages. He declared it was not con- 
tagious,

Emil Jannings, German motion pic- 
ture star, arrived yesterday on the 
Hamburg-American liner Albert Bal- 
lin. He said he was born in Brooklyn 
in 1888 and taken to Germany a year 
later. He never had been here since. 
Herr Janning’s wife, an attractivé 
blonde, born in Frankfort-on-Main, 
speaks English fluently and acts as 


his interpreter. The actor isa big 
man, with mobile features, and with a 
manner -tthat is expressive when he 
speaks. 

“I cannot tell you what I think of 
New York,’ he said, ‘‘because I have 
seen nothing coming up the harbor, 
owing to the weather.

Just to make yesterday a red lIet- 
ter day for Frederick Lonsdale as well 
as for Queen Marie, his second New 
York premiére of the evening took 
place at the Forty-fourth Street Thea- 
tre, where the Shuberts installed 
“Katja,” an operetta which they say 
enjoyed —— London success 
and for which he is credited with hav- 
ing supplied the book. Perhaps it is 
well that Mr. Lonsdale’s connection 
with the piece is made clear at the 
outset, for there is little or nothing 
in the abundant and standardized li- 
bretto that would indicate his hand in: 
the proceedings. Such quips as ‘‘Get 
the number of that truck” or “You 
look like an accident going some 
place to happen’ would hardly he at- 
tributed to a man with his flair for 
crisp, epigrammatical writing. But, 
of course, the musical play had to be 
adapted for American 
and when adapters came in the door 
it may have been that Lonsdale flew 


out of the window. 
But for all this ‘‘Katja” is another 


: creditable undertaking on the part of 


its. sponsors. It has a better than 
average score, people who can sing its 
numbers, some skillful dancing—al- 
though that is more the rule than the 
exception in modern musical shows— 
and it has been given a colorful and 
populous projection. 

For this presentation four -leading 
members of the cast have been 
brought over from London, among 
them Lilian Davies, who played the 
title réle there. She contributes a first- 
rate voice and an attractive appear- 
ance, qualifications which made her 
popular last night. Then there is 
Bruce Winston, rotund and hoarse of 
voice, who shares the show’s more 
amusing moments with the hard work- 
ing and often successful Jack Shee- 
han, just one of us Americans.

PEASANT AND PROLETARIAN. 

A week before the meeting of the 
congress of the Russian Communist 
Party the struggle for control has 
reached a decision. For the second 
time in three years TrotTsky bends 
his back to the Stalin rod. In- 1923 
TROTSKY, as the advocate of “ democ- 
racy”? within the party, had for his 
opponents ZINOVIEFF and KAMENEFF. 
Today they are found on his side, but 
only to share in his defeat. Theirs are 
the three best-known opposition names {| 
in the group of six attached to a re- 
markabie declaration of penitence and. 
amendment. ‘TrotsKy and his asso- 
ciliates make no surrender of principle. 
They cling to their. belief that the 
methods of the Stalin. “ bureaucracy ” 
are opposed to the best interests of the 
revolution. -They still hope to see the 
influence of the Communist rank and 
file vindicated as against the “ party 
apparatus.” But they place party 
unity above.every other consideration. 

It is in terms of a struggle between 
democracy and bossism that Max EastT- 
MAN in yesterday’s Times described 
the quarrels within the Communist 
Party. He writes as a Trotsky parti- 
san. Reinforcing the charges made 
in his book, “Since Lenin Died,” he 
prints the famous Lenin “ testament” 
to show that the founder of the Soviet 
régime foresaw the danger of bossism, 
accurately characterized the masterful 
STALIN and paid high tribute to 
TROTSKY. But only a superficial view 
will see the present struggle in Russia 
as one between personalities. ‘The op- 
position demand: for “democracy” is 
in part real, but that is not the basic 
quarrel. If Boss STALIN were using’ 
the Communist machine in support of 
the Trotsky program, there probably 
would be no outcry against bureau- 
cracy. 

That STALIN should have been scored 
in LENIN’s testament as rough and 
imperious is irony. LENIN’s caustic 
tongue was notorious and has been 
counted to him as a glory. His famous 
New Economic Policy of 1921 he put 
through against bitter opposition. His 
genius for compromise with principles 
has obviously been inherited by STALIN. 
And the Lenin method is being applied 
by STAaLIn to the very problem with 
which Lenin had to deal. LENIN in- 
troducéd the New Economic Policy 
because the Russian peasant rejected 
pure communism, .and he avowed 
frankly that if the revolution did not 
placate the peasants, the latter would 
destroy the revolution. 

The issue in its ultimate terms is 
whether’ a last attempt shall be made 
to vindicate the original Communist 
doctrine or whether Russia’s evolution 
of recent years toward a nationalist, 
private-property State shall be per- 
mitted to-go on and gather accelera- 
tion. The dominant Stalin faction 
stands for the second policy. It em- 
ploys the old Communist terminology, 
but it takes for its central dogma thé 
interests of the peasantry, which to 
all intents and purposes is a land-own- 
ing class. The influence of the peas- 
antry extends beyond the village into 
The mujik’s de- 
mand for manufactured goods has 
been left unsatisfied by the Govern- 
ment-owned factories and the Govern- 
ment monopoly of import trade. To

Reopening the Senatorial inquiry in 
Illinois ‘was justified if only in 
bringing out, as it did yesterday, 
the extraordinary standard of political 


morals followed by the Anti-Saloon 
League. Its Superintendent inTIllinois 


testified that it.could. not:support Mr> 
MAGILL for the United States Senator- 


ship, although he'is a man of fine 


ability and high character and, withal, 
a thoroughgoing prohibitionist. 
reason given was that too much money 
. Was ‘being raised for his campaign. 
But had not even more money been 


used more scandalously by the regular 


Republican nominee, Colonel SMurTH, 
whom the Anti-Saloon League4s sup- 


porting? That may ‘be, but he is, at 


any rate, Y Dry, and to fall 4h behind:

This explanation shows that the 
moral positions taken by the Anti-

In New York it is ‘urging sup- 
port of an independent Republican, 
expressly for the purpose of defeating 
Senator WADSWORTH and electing a 
Democrat, Judge WacNner, who is 
avowedly Wet. Thus it would appear 
that what is intolerable in Illinois is 
highly commendable in New. York.

THE BAIL BOND SCANDAL. 

While the Baumes laws: deny the 
professional criminal “easy bail,” the 
evils of the _professional bail-bond 
business still ‘flourish. The Prison 
Committee 
Grand Jurors- of New York County 
appeals” to the State Commission 
to. study the peddling of bail bonds 
by hundreds - of itinerant agents of 
corporate surety companies and to 
urge legislation to break up collusive 
relations between bond runners, a 
certain | type of criminal lawyer and 
policemen. ‘It has been estimated that 
$32 criminal ‘bail-bond agents are do-

ing business in New York- for surety. 


companies, and, battening upon pris- 
oners brought into the courts, there 
are 237 professional bondsmen operat- 
ing with cash and real estate as secur- 
ity. Of those engaged in this industry 
the Grand Jurors, Prison Committee 
say: : 
They have entrée to our police * 
tions, courts and prisons at all hours 
of the day and night, and have es- 
tablished their offices with criminal] 
lawyers and next door to or across 
the street from our lock-ups and 
court buildings. Probably 250 of 
them .share .offices’ with. criminal 
lawyers. In one-spot in Manhattan, 
for example, there are offices. of 
about fifteen peddlers of: bail bonds, 
including the attorneys-in-fact or 
agents of five different surety com- 
panies. together with about ten crim- 
inal lawyers. | ; pe 

‘. Prisoners, whether ihnocent of not, 
should. not. be shut off from oppor- 
tunities to obtain bail when it can be 
allowed pending trial, but they ought 
to be protected in that right. “* Certain 
bondsmen and certain lawyers,” says 
the Prison Committee, “have pooled 
“their interests to the extent that they 
‘‘serve.each other for mutual exploi- 
“tation of prisoners and in combina- 
“tion. with. other lawyer-bondsmar 
“combinations.” It is a sordid ‘and 
ugly business. Prisoners are victim- 
ized and -bond peddlers and: their law- 
yer confederates. make it. as easy as 


| possible ——

cation to a complaisant. minor Judge, 
perhaps late at night to take the 
faccused out of the line-up at Police 
Headquarters the following morning, 
is an accommodation of the past.

segregated by the. Baumes laws liberty 
on: bail will be held.to a strict ac- 
countability if they abuse their auther- 
ity. Lesser magistrates may still al- 
low bail when it can be claimed as a 
right. So the furnishing of bonds will 
continue to be a considerable business. 
It should not be conducted by stealth 
and collusion, nor ever in the interests, 
of the criminal who wars on society. 
The Association of.Grand Jurors says: 

‘We believe in corporate surety- 

ship as the most practical and ‘con- 
venient bail-bond security, -but it 

must be made available for the pub- 

lic, through honest and responsible 
channels. \ 

“In brief, the thing is to. have the 
business done in the open, and not in 
dark offices up side streets occupied 
by peddler-lawyer combinations.

ART IN CALIFORNIA. 

Bashfulness about her charms has 
never been.one of California's failings. 
She has not even been coy about her 
natural beauties, ostensibly deprecat- 
ing them while actually pushing them 
a bit more into the spotlight.. Like 
her flamboyant fruits and flowers, she 
has flaunted her brilliance in the face 
of her sister States. Now come from 
her modest assertions of supremacy in 
art. In California arts commercially 
useful to the movies have been spe- 
cially encouraged. The East has been 
liberally instructed about“her enthusi- 


and: painting, her facilities for sym-. 
| phonic music, her great libraries and 
museums. Los Angeles is set up as 
a rival of New York in art, and Cali- 
fornia alone will stand‘ up to ‘all the 
rest of the country. 

To all this New York has turned a 
smiling and skeptical eye. Her own 
superiority is founded on the taste, 
knowledge and wealth of a‘ small, 
secure population of connoisseurs.

But she will be inclined to listen to an 
outsider’s statements, especially if he 
is himself a New Yorker.

The continued advance of the Can- 
tonese troops in the direction of 
Shanghai, coupled with treachery on 
the part of one of the principal Gen- 
erals, assisting. Marshal SuN CHUAN- 
FANG .{n defending Central China 
against the Southern armies, fore- 
shadows another violent. upheaval in 
Chinese politics. If the Canton Gen- 
eral’ CHANG KAalI-SHEK succeeds in 
taking Shanghai, he will control the 
grenter—and the richest—portion of 
China. Only the region about Peking 
and the three provinces of Manchuria 
will be outside his influence. Should’ 
he succeed jn imposing order through- 
out. -his-new&territory, as he did in

the last eighteen months. They are 
commonly spoken of as.“ Reds” and 
the Cantonese- Government as being 
under ‘the influence of Moscow.

Kal-sHEK- was the head, some fifteen 
or twenty former Russian officers, 
who sought to imbue the cadets with 
something of the spirit of military 
discipline of the European armies. 
For a time—especially during - the 
Cantonese’ boycétt of Hongkong—Rus- 
sian interests coincided 4o closely with 
those of the Cantonese that the two 
worked together to mutual profit. 
But it soon became apparent that¢ 
the Chinese were using the Russians 
only so long as the latter were use- 
ful to: Canton’s cause. To the credit 
of. the ‘Canton Government it must 
be admitted that it succeeded in 
stamping ‘out most of the local brig- 
ands in Kwantung Province, in which 
Canton is situated, and that the) 


behaved.. Furthermore, the Canton- 
ese learned numerous lessons , from 
the Russians, foremost among which 
was the value of propaganda. That 
by fts skillful use they have appar- 
ently caused numerous ‘defections in 
the ranks of their enemy, 
.CHUAN-FANG seems almost certain. 

Foreign residents in Shanghai, who 
had pinned their faith on SuN CHUAN- 
FANG, not only because of his per- 
Sonal qualities and his sensible at- 
titude toward Shanghai, but because 
‘he appointed as Mayor of greater 
Shanghai one of the ablest of the 
younger Chinese, Dr. V. K. Tina, 
are disturbed at the prospect. of the 
capture of Shanghai by the Can- 
tonese, This is partly because the 
principal interests in the foreign set- 
tlement at Shanghai are British and 
the Cantonese have been. violently 
anti-British. It is also because the 
Cantonese, parroting the slogans of 
the Russians against “ foreign imper- 
ialism,”~ have given‘-the impression 
that they intend to denounce all the 
treaties with foreign nations made 
by the-~ Peking Government during 
the last century. This is probably 
an extreme view,’ for it is known that 
some among the most influential of 
CEHINO Kal-SHEK’s supporters, al- 
though seeking the ultimate abroga- 
tion of: these treaties, believe that 
gradual modification by peaceful means 
will, in the long run, prove most 
beneficial to China. 


ENTERTAINING ANGELS 
* . UNAWARES. 

The resolution adopted wy the As- 
sembly of the League of Nations ap- 
proving the work of the Greek Refu- 
gees Settlement Commission should 
gratify America because it has been 
carried on under the chairmanship of 
Americans—first HENRY MORGENTHAU 
and then CHarLes P. HOwLAND—and 


which made this vast undertaking pos- 
sible was floated in New York as well 
as in Athens and London. Of this sum 
over $40,000,000 was expended up to 
July 1 of this year. A part of the 
balance has been budgeted and some- 
thing is being held for contingencies 
and for making a survey of the land 
on which the refugees have settled. 
With this outlay 700,000 refugees have 
been “ settled or assisted” by the com- 
mission and some 120,000 (5,000 agri- 
cultural families and 20,000: urban 
families) still need to be dealt with. 
For what remains to be done $25,000,- 
000 more will be required. And the 
League expresses the hope that the 
‘moneys needed “may be available in 
dud course;” as they should be. 

That the ultimate result will 
strengthen Greece economically and 
politically does not minimize the credit 
due her people . for. their instant re- 
sponse to the need of those who were 
thrust out of Asia Minor. There was 
no discrimination between Armenian 
or Asiatic Greek; all were admitted 
and given shelter and such food as the 
Greeks had themselves to share. But 
when these strangers are all rooted 
in the soil of Greece, or attached by 
communal ties to its villages and 
cities, Greece as a whole will be the 
better and stronger for their coming 
and their staying. It is promising 
that the large majority are agricul- 
turists. Some of them have begun 
again with their own resources, but, 
the commission itself has furnished 
seed and roots for planting, besides 
shelter, implements and plow and 
transport animals. It has been a 
transplanting probably unparalleled in 
history and with prospect of such a 
harvest of benefit as will make the 
ill wind that drove a million and-more 
from their homes across the Aegean 
a bearer of good to Greece. 

The work begun and carried so far 
must be finished. It is regrettable

strange movement in parts of South 
Carolina. There they are trying to 
start a new slogan. In the early. days 
of the war when cotton was a drug on 
the market the cry was ‘‘Buy a bale.’’ 
JNow they are proposing to change this 
into “‘Burn a bale.’’ : 

‘The thing seems incredible, yet it is 
said to be backed by business men as 
well as planters, and is favored by 
at least one county Board of Com- 
merce. The plan is to get as many as 
4,000,000 pales of cotton throughout the 
Southern States ready for the burning, 
which is to be done on an agreed day 
over the whole South. By thus reduc- 
ing the entire estimated crop by one- 
quarter, it is believed that a sure and 
quick way will’ have been found to 
**promote higher prices.”’ 

It is hardly necessary to get excited 
about this project, or to array the 
arguments against it. Like many other 
Nnappy thoughts that have been ad- 
vanced from time to time in aid of the 
cotton growers, this one, it is perfectly 
certain, could never be carried out, 
since a general agreement would be 
most unlikely. Each planter would be 


quite willing to see his neighbor burn 


cotton, but would not think of setting 
fire to his own. Indeed, the whole in- 
cident is worth noticing only as an in- 
dication of the surprising reversal of 
old economic ideas. We used to believe 
in the blessings of abundance, but 
now, it would seem, the really desira- 
ble thing: is scarcity.

New York on 
election day, that there is a difference 
between “intoxicating” liquor and 
liquor which is ‘‘in fact ‘intexicating.” 
I can see no such difference. 3 
The Highteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution prohibits, : throughout the 
United. States and its Territories, the 
manufacture and sale, for beverage 
purposes, of “intoxicating’’ liquors. 
‘So long as that clause stands un- 
repealed or unmodified any act of 
Congress authorizing the manufacture 
and sale. of intoxicating beverages 
would violate the Constitution. 
The suggestion in the question above 


| mentioned that the States may deter- 


mine in accordance with their respec- 
tive laws what beverages are or are 
not intoxicating implies that such de- 
termination. may vary in different 
States, and this, it seems to me, leads 
to a reductio ad absurdum. 

. Whether a certain beverage is or is 
not intoxicating depends, not on the 
law, but on its effect on the human 


“system. You can no more affect by 


law the intoxicating quality of a bev- 
erage than you can by law make a 
man temperate. If a.certain beverage 
is intoxicating in New York, it is equal- 
ly so in Illinois, or in Georgia, or in 
California. To suggest the contrary is 
trifling with common sense. Which 
leads to the conclusion that for the 
purpose of enforcing the Eighteenth 
Amendment the definition .of an in- 
toxicating beverage must be” uniform 
throughout the territory to which that 
amendment applies, and must therefore 
be embodied in an act of Congress, 
and not in‘ the varying laws of the 
several States. Should Congress, as 
the opponents of prohibition would like 
it to do, amend the Volstead act by 
omitting any definition of intoxicating 
liquor, it would thereby shirk its mani- 
fest duty. 

In other words, when it comes to 
putting into practice the plan which 
the proponents of the New York refer- 
éendum. apparently have in mind, it will 
be found that the only step which Con- 
gress can validly take, in the absence 
of a modification of the Eighteenth 
Amendment, is to chahge the defini- 
tion of an intoxicating beverage if, on 
investigation, the facts justify it; and, 
of course, when ‘Congress has spoken 
on the subjéct any State legislation in- 
| consistent therewith would be invalid. 

The fundamental difficulty which the 
anti-prohibitionists are up against. is 
that before the adoption of the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment there was no in- 
congruity in the several*States prohib- 


iting or permitting the manufacture 
and sale of beverages of varying alco- 
holic content. There was no compul- 
sion of uniformity in their legislation 
or practice. Now the situation is dif- 
ferent, and it is impossible to return 
to the former condition without a re- 
peal or modification of the Eighteenth 
Amendment.

< The cases covered by this report in- 
Glude vehicular accidents, . homicides, 
suicides, miscellaneous casualties, -il- 
luminant gas asphyxiations and the 
so-called ‘“‘natural’’ deaths including 
sudden deaths and deaths unattended 
by a physician or in any suspicious or 
unusual circumstances. Nearly half 
of the number of deaths handled, or 
5.581, were violent,: while 6,692 were 
natural. 

There were 904 suicides in the city 
last year. Iliuminant gas was used in 
388 cases. One hundred and forty-five 
persons: hanged themselves, and 134 
jumped: from buildings. There were 
356 homicides, of which 248 were 
caused by shooting and fifty-seven by 
stabbing. There were twelve cases of 
infanticide. 3

IN THE MINISTRY 50 YEARS 


Widely Known as -Theologlan and 
Zealous Worker for-Temperance 
and a Unified Church. 


SOUTHINGTON, Conn., Oct. 18 (%).— 
The Rev. Dr. David Nelson Beach, 
Congregational minister for 50 years 
and President of the Congregational 
Seminary at Bangor, Me., for 20 years, 
died here today. His age was 78. 


Dr. Beach was widely known as a 
theologian and as a zealous worker for 
temperarice and a unified church. His 
‘brother, Dr. Harlan* Page Beach, was 
professor of the theory and practice of 
missions at the Yale Divinity School 
for fifteen years. 

Born at South Orange, N. J., Dr. 
Beach was graduated from Yale in 1872 
and from the Yale Divinity Schoo] four. 
yéars later. He received the honoraty 
degree of Doctor of Divinity in 1896 
from Western Reserve University. His 
longest pastorate was. at Cambridge, 
Mass., where he served continuously 
from 1884 until 1896. During his resi- 
dence at Cambridge he played a lead- 
ing part in ridding the city of saloons. 

After brief periods as pastor in 
Minneapolis and Denver, Dr. Beach ac- 
cepted the Presidency of Bangor Theo-_ 
logical Seminary,’ together with the) 
chair of homiletics_at that institution. 

Although not as prolific an author as 
his brother, Dr. Beach published sev- 
eral books, including ‘‘Plain Words on 
Our Lord’s Work,” ‘“‘The Intent cf 
Jesus” and “Handbook of Homiletics.”’ 

Since leaving Bangor Dr. Beach had 
devoted himself to his writing and to: 
independent preaching. He had re- 
sided of recent years at Guilford, Conn. 


CAMPUS FUND REFUSED. 


City College Students Publish Paper 
Despite Council’s Decision. 


Reverberations of the conflict last 
Spring between the Student Council of 
City College and the Campus Associa- 
tion, which prints the undergraduate 
newspaper, were heard — yesterday 
when it became known that the coun- 
cil had reaffirmed its decision not to 
vote the newspaper an allotment for 
the coming year.

The rest agreed to a new plan, which 
gave the students a stronger .voice in 
the election of editors, but left the de- 
cision in the hands of the association. 
The Campus continued publication, 
but' the Student Council .refused, last, 
May, to vote the usual allotment for 
this year unless the association agreed 
to give the staff equal voice in the 
choice of editors. 

‘At the last meeting of. the council 
last Friday, it repudiated the action of 
its head and -refused to allow any 
funds for the printing of the Campus. 
The Campus, however, was published 
yesterday, and, it is said, will con- 
tinue to be published, presumably 
with reserve funds which the associa- 
tion has accumulated.

New ‘Jersey Law.. Enforcement 
* Heads Plan to Use Radio in

Governor A. Harry Moore of New) 


Jersey will ask the Legislature to en- 
act a law as drastic if not more 
stringent than the Baumes law in New 
York State to curb the activities of 
robbers such as those who took part 
in the mail truck hold-up at Elizabeth 
last Thursday, killing a driver, wound- 
' ng a-policeman and stealing $151,700 

in cash. 


After lunching with Police Commis-, 


gioner McLaughlin at the Bankers’ 
‘Club, 120 Broadway, Governor Moore 
gaid he had discussed crime for an 
hour and a half with e Commis- 
gioner and that he was determined to 
check the spread of banditry in New 


Jersey. 
‘Governor Moore’s special message to 
the Legislature which convenes on 
"Nov. 15 is not completed, but it al- 
- ready contains three drastic recom- 
mendations for dealing with crime. 
The Governor recommends that life 
gentences be imposed on all found 
guilty of banditry. Habitual criminals, 
eyen though not convicted of banditry, 
_. should also receive life sentences. The 
Governor would also have the Legis- 
lature’ ‘enact’ a law to speed up the 
trial of criminals and lessen delays 
and appeals. 

Governor Moore said yesterday he 
ied no doubt the Legislature -would 
respond to the suggestions. 1 merely 
ran up to New York to get pointers 
from Mr. McLaughlin on how. to 
strengthen our crime laws,” said 
-Governor Moore. 


Enforcement Agencies Busy. 


In the meantime the law enforce- 
ment agencies in New Jersey made 
plans for conferences this ‘week to 
discard old methods of investigating 
crimes and to introduce’the radio in 
the tracking-of criminals. Director of 
Public Safety William J. Brennan of 
Newark called a conference for Friday 


afternoon of the police chiefs of mu- 
nicipalities within thirty miles of New- 
ark to establish a better alarm system 
than the antiquated one now in use. 
Alarm of a crime in’ Rahway now 
‘must be relayed to every North Jer- 
sey town by telephone and much val- 
uable time is lost. Director Brennan 
proposes that the commission of crime 
in any municipality shall be -trans- 
mitted to a radio station in Newark, 
whence the alarm would. be broadcast. 
secutors John O. Bigelow and 
John F. Toolan of Essex and Middlesex 
Counties have also asked for the co- 
operation of police chiefs in. their 
counties. The heads of the depart- 
ments in Essex County will meet 
Prosecutor Bigelow in Newark Thurs- 
day afternoon. Prosecutor Toolan said 
he would ask the policegto aid in a 
drive against questionable resorts in 
Middlesex County. Mr. Toolan’s men 
raided two alleged gambling houses 
esterday and arrested sixty men in 
is campaign to stamp out breeding 
places of crime. He will meet the 
police chiefs of Middlesex in his office 
tomorrow afternoon. 


Federal Agents Push Hunt.

Watchman Chilled and Exhausted 
When His Cries Reach Milkman, 
Who Calls: Police. 


For the second time within a month 
yeggmen entered Peter’s Restaurant, 
2,126 Broadway, yesterday morning. 
They bound the watchman, locked him 
in a refrigerator, ripped open the safe 
and rifled the cash register. On the 
previous visit they had moved the safe, 
but did not open it, contenting them- 
selves with the $53 in the cash regis- 
ter. Peter Angelas, the proprietor, said 
that- yesterday the robbers took $250 
from the safe and about. $42 from the 
cash register. 

John Gaizis, the watchman, opened 
the door of a washroom in the rear 
of the restaurant yesterday morning 
and was confronted by two armed men 
wearing masks. One of the men cov- 
ered the watchman with a gun, while 
the other bound him. Thrusting him 
into the refrigerator, they fastened 
the lever catch. 

Gaizis, in his cold prison for half an 
hour, could hear the men working 
with ‘“‘can openers’’ outside. When 
they opened thé refrigerator door they 
told the watchman to remain quiet, 
saying he would be released by the 
milkman. Gaizis saw the robbers 
gather their tools together, wrap them 
in paper and start for the front door. 

Soon afterward a milkman heard the 
watchman’s muffled yells. He tele- 
phoned to Police.. Headquarters,’ and 
Detective McConachie of the West 
Sixty-eighth Street Station was sent 
to the restaurant. The milkman, the 
detective and some bystanders forced 
an entrance and found Gaizis, chilled 
and almost exhausted. The door of the 
safe was completely removed. No 
fingerprints were found.

The second daring kidnapping and 
—* in this city in three days oc- 

rred yesterday morning, when Irving 
Lundy, owner of Lundy’s restaurant 
at Sheepshead Bay, and his manager, 
Henry Linker, were seized while _in. 
front of Lundy’s home at 625 Ocean 
Avenue and driven to a lonely barn 
in a field at. Maspeth, L. I. There 
Lunay was held by two robbers ‘while 


two others drove Linker back to the. 
restaurant and robbed the safe of 


$4,000. 

The police do not. believe the robbers 
had anything to do with the robbery 
of Mrs. William M. Calder and her 
guests on Saturday night in..Brook- 
lyn because the descriptions of the 
four robbers do not tally with those 
given by Mrs. Calder. But this new 
form of robbery, with the apparent 
ease of accomplishment and difficulty 
of detection, has worried Police Head- 
quarters more than any similar crimes 
in a long time. 

Commissioner McLaughlin ordered 
every policeman in the city yesterday 
to carry descriptions of the Calder rob- 
bers, and twenty-five extra detectives 
were assigned to Captain’ George 
Bishop of the Eleventh Detective Di- 
vision to. work only on the Calder 
case. Pawnshops all over the city are 
being watched and every crook known 
to the police is being questioned, 


Seven Hours. to Complete Robbery. 


The Lundy hold-up and kidnapping 
were unusual because of the deliberate- 
ness with which they were carried out. 


Seven hours were required” for the 
journey to Maspeth and the trip to 
Sheepshead Bay and return, but the 
robbers, secure in their new form of 
activity, worked leisurely and joked 
with their prisoners. When they 
finally turned Lundy and Linker loose 
they left them $9 for taxicab fare. 

Mr. Lundy, who is 28 years old and 
the son of the late Frederick Lundy, 
former Register of Kings County, and 
his manager left the restaurant about 
1 o’clock and drove to the Lundy home. 
They parked the car in the avenue 
before the house and started up the 
walk, when four men stepped in front 
of them and told them to stick their 
hands up. Then one of them removed 
a $1,000 stickpin from Lundy’s tié and 
looked at his left hand. 

‘‘Where’s the ring?’’ he said, re- 
ferring to a $5,000 diamond ring which 
the young restaurant owner, occa- 
sionally wears. 

“It's in a safe,”’ said Lundy. 

The robbers then told the two men 
to get into an automobile which was 
drawn up at the curb a short distance 
away. They drove to Maspeth, to a 
barn in a field far removed from 
houses, and ordered Lundy and Linker 
to go inside. There they found a few 
chairs and a lantern, which the rob- 
bers lighted... Then, while one guarded 
the two prisoners, the others walked 
to one side and talked the matter over. 
— they wanted the $5,000 

ring. . 


Return to the Restaurant. 


' After a few minutes, during which 
the robbers smoked nonchalantly and 
seemed in no hurry at all, two of them 


stayed to guard Lundy and the other 
two ordered Linker into their car. 
They drove back to the restaurant on 
Emmons Avenue, near Ocean Avenue, 
and made Linker get out and open the 
door. They went into the office and 
told him to open the safe. The res- 
taurant had done a.good Sunday busi- 
ness and there was $4,000 in the safe. 
This the robbers took and _ then 
searched for the ring, but it was not 
there. - Lundy told them later it was 
in a safe deposit vault ‘and as far as 
he was concerned it would stay there 
for some time. 

When they had satisfied themselves 
that there was nothing of value left 
in the restaurant, they drove back to 
the barn in Maspeth. Another confer- 
ence took place, this time on what 
they should do with the prisoners. One 
searched Linker and found $9, and 
told him to keep it for a taxicab. Then 
they all sat around and. conversed 
amiably with Lundy and Linker, re- 
calling incidents which had taken 
place in the restaurant during the past 
week, indicating that they had visited 
the place several times and noticed 
Lundy’s ring. Losing the ring seemed. 
to bother them a>good deal. 

Finally they turned Lundy and Linker 
out of doors and told them to walk 
down the road, and after they had 
gone a little way they heard the auto- 
mobile drive away in the opposite direc- 
tion. There were no license plates on 
the machine. The victims gave the 
police an excellent description of the 
robbers. 


Hunt for Calder Thieves in Vain. : 


No further trace of the Calder rob- 
bers was obtained yesterday. Two 
men, Tony Canovetti of 75 First Place 


and Frank Dematteo of 31 First Place, 
Brooklyn, were arrested on a. charge 
of reckless driving made by C. J:

Chief testimony | linking Ferguson 
with alleged irregularities was given 
by J. D. Winder, road contractor of 
Belleville, Texas, who said the Gover- 
nor’s husband -had offered to obtain 
for him road maintenance contracts 
in five counties ‘Winder would pay 
him $7,500, which was about 10 per 
cent. of the contract price. Winder 
testified Ferguson stipulated that the 
money should be in five and ten dol- 
lar bills. 


Says He Paid to Get —— Settlod. 


aw. G. Hill, Austin accountant, who 
had. audited the automobile registra- 
tion funds in county depositories, testi- 
fied he paid Eugene Smith, then Sec- 


retary of the State Highway Commis- 
sion, $250. a& a..‘‘gift’” to induce the 
commission to pay his overdue account 
of $3,600 for auditing. Smith has since 
become .Chairman of the Highway 
Commission. 

Winder charged that the commission 
was withholding 2) per cent. of each 
monthly “estimate on a contract for 
seventeen miles of a. certain —— 
aid ‘project, Inſtead oc 10 per cent., 
provided in the specifications.

I’d get that back on forced accounts, 
and he also said that if the road su- 
pervisor in the district made me do 
too much work, the supervisor would 
be replaced. 

Winder said his bid for the five 
counties aggregated $75,118 and that

This resulted in the 
release of Max Carey, 
star outfielder, to Brooklyn for the 
waiver price, and the unconditional 
release of Babe Adams and Carson 
Bigbee.

When he re- 
turned he said only that he stood by 
Clarke, McKechnie and his son, Sam 
Dreyfuss, in their decision to release 
Carey, Adams and Bizgbee. 

It was the general ** among 
followers of the game, however, that 
the interna] strife had ended McKech- 
nie’s career as a Pirate pilot. Few 
fans expected him to return as man- 
ager next season, and before the 1926 
race had closed many were discuss- 


ing the possibility of new managers. 


Those prominently mentioned included 
Att Fietcher of Philadelphia and 
Stuffy McInnis, then a Pirate infield- 
er.

Began Career in 1905. 


McKechnie, a native Pittsburgher, 
began his baseball career in 1905 and 
before becoming manager of the Buc- 
caneers had been a member of the 
club several times, besides playing 
with half a dozen other Major and 
minor league organizations. 

He became a Pirate the first time 
in 1907, again in 1910 and for the

William B. McKechnie, who was de-

In his 
Playing days he was an infielder, 
shifting mostly between. shortstop and 
third base, Born in Wilkes-Barre, Pa., 
in 1887, he made his start on the dia- 
mond with Washington and Jefferson 
College in 1906 and 1907. 

‘His first call to the majors was in 
1907, when he was bought by the 
Pirates, Wut he was released the fol- 
lowing year to Canton, only to be re- 
called in 1909 by Pittsburgh and then 
sent to Wheeling. His best years were 
from 1910 to 1912, when he put in three 
seasons with the Pirates, but the close 
of 1912 he was sent back to the nffmors 
again, this time going to St. Paul. - 

McKechnie, however, did not remain 
there long., In the Spring of 1913 he 
was bought by the Yankees and re- 
mained with New York. until the Fall 
of that year, when he was sent. back 
to St. Paul. When the Federal League 
came into being, in 1814, McKechnie 
Was among those to jump from the 
ranks of organized baseball. He joined 
the outlaw league as a member of the 
Indianapolis club.

Benny Bass, Philadelphia’s crack 
featherweight, climbed a step nearer 
the class’s vacated title last night at 
the New Broadway Arena,’ Brooklyn, 
when he hammered out a victory over 
Frankie Garcia, Coast lad, in a siz- 


zling ten-round bout which satisfied 
about 3,000 fight fans. The Philadel-

Only Garcia’s ring generalship and 
his superb defensive boxing saved the 
Coast lad from a,knockout. Garcia 
was floored in the sixth session under 
the impa pagt of a right —* also split 
his mout He was — ‘and 
hurt in each of the succeeding rounds, 
but he invariably danced out of harm's 
way. Then, too, Bass was wild in his 
eagerness when the chance for aly 
knockout presented itself and he 
missed with many powerful punches 


in the later rounds. 


In the first round the honors were 
about even, Bass doing the best work 
at close quarters while Garcia held the 
advantage in long range work. Bass 
won the second session, hammering 
Garcia rather freely about the body 
with long lefts and with rights and 
lefts whenever the pair went close. 

In the third session honors were even 
and the action was sléw, but Bass un- 
leashed a fiery attack to the body in 
the fourth session and won this round, 
although in a clinch he was wrestled 
to the floor. Through the fifth session 
the action was slow and the’ crowd 
stamped its impatience. Bass did the 
forcing and continued to —— his fire 
to the body, winning the round, 


Garcia In Trouble in Sixth. 


Bass’s right hand came near ending 
the fight. in the sixth, After repeated 
drives to the body, which sapped the 


resistance of Garcia, Bass suddenly 
sent a staggering right to the jaw and 
Garcia’s knees knocked. The Coast lad 
clinched, but Bass fought furiously 
and in a clinch on the ropes near Gar- 
cia’s corner Bass drove another right 
to the jaw, under which the Coast lad 
went down to nis right knee. The 
blows dazed Garcia and cut the Coast 
lad’s mouth, but he got up without 
waiting for a count, 

The seventh session found Bass forc- 
ing his rival all over the ring and 
Garcia fighting, retreating steadily, 
trying the while to counter. In the 
eighth session Bass again had his rival 
in distress. A terrific right to the jaw 
almost sent Garcia down and a right 
to the head which followed made the 
Coast lad clinch. Bass pressed the at- 
tack. furiously, but Garcia .was alert 
and evaded a finishing blow. 

Bass hammered his rival- under a 
pitiless fire to the body and head in 
the ninth session in an effort to bring 
Garcia down, but the Coast lad sur- 
vived the assault. Bass pressed his 
advantage in the tenth session and’ 
was an easy winner at the end. Bass 
weighed 126% pounds and Garcia 126. 


Baker Defeats Jordan, 


Sergeant Sammy Baker, welterweight 
fighter of Mitche] Field, pounded out 


a victory over Irish Tommy Jordan of 


South Brooklyn in the ten-round semi- 
final. Judges Mathison and Comman- 
chio and Referee Lou Magnolia agreed 
on Baker as the winner after a spec- 
tacular slugging battle. Baker easily 
established his right to the decision; 
for he won the honors in seven of the! 
ten rounds. 

Jordan gave a good account of him- 
self early in the fray, boxing cleverly 
and hitting solidly and accurately in 
rapid-fire exchanges which marked the 
‘early milling, He weakened, however, 
after the fifth session and devoted his 
time almost. exclusively to boxing de- 
fensively, employing a left jab to the’ 
face with unerring acctracy at times. 

Baker,’ however, outhit his rival and 
was the aggressor throughout. Baker 
closed with a rally in the tenth round, 
in which he hammered Jordan all over 
the ring. In a clinch early in the 
round ‘Baker was hammering away at

Little 
Fisher rated Toggery Bay in back of 
the filly, coming up with a challenge 
on the final turn and drawing away in 
the stretch to win easily by eight 
lengths. J. F. Richardson’s Speedy 
Prince was ten lengths back. 

Laverne Fator’s only winner out of 
three mounts was L. H. Rowe’s Sepoy, 
which carried off the money in the 
Acorn Purse.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 18.—Yale 
athletic officials tonight denied the re- 
port that an Eastern football confer- 
ence would be organized in 1928 con- 
sisting of Harvard, Princeton, Cornell, 
Dartmouth, Brown and Yale. The offi- 
cials stated that they had not heard 
of the rumor and that Yale would 
have no part of it, because Yale is en- 
thusiastically committed to the triple

It is felt unlikely here that Yale 
would sign an arrangement to enter a 
conference of Eastern universities 
which did not include the University 
of Pennsylvania, which Yale keenly 
regrets its inability to play regularly 
under existing conditions.

“The Independent Brewing Company 


of Pittsburgh twas assessed an addi- 


tional tax of approximately $17,000, re- 
sulting in part from the inclusion in 
income by the department, of the dif- 
ference between the isuance and re- 
purchase price of the taxpayer’s bonds. 
The company protested against the 
additional assessment and took its case 
to the Board of Tax Appeals.”’

These 
manufactures, classed as ‘luxuries’ by 
the Government and taxed as such, 
brought more than $344,000,000 into the

A Paris dispatch received here Sun- 
day in which plans for a European 
electrical trust were discussed was said 
in Wall Street yesterday to embody 
two reports which have been current 
for some time.

Announcement that the von Platen- 
Munters gas-fired refrigerator is to be 
piaced on the market here soon has 
e@used conjecture among public utility 
men as to What the effect will be on 
the newly developed field for domestic 


' mechanieal refrigerators. If the claims 


made for the new gas refrigerator 
prove to be well-founded, it is expected 
that electrical refrigerators sold for 
domestic use will have serious compe- 
tition. 

The von Platen-Munters refrigerator 
is a Swedish invention. Patent rights 
on the device in most countries are 
held by the Electrolux Corporation, a 
Swedish organization with branches in 
thirty countries. The corporation has 
begun to market the device in Sweden, 
In the last- 


bile factory was acquired from the 
Stinnes interest for the manufacture 
of the device. 

The inventors of the cea tives re- 
frigerator assert that it requires no 
attention, has no moving parts and 
will operate indefinitely. The electric 
refrigerator has as moving parts both 
‘a motor and a compressor. It is sold 
on the understanding that it will re- 
In view of 
these facts, there was some conjecture 
et one time as to whether the device 
would be acquired here by a compan:’ 
that would market it in competition ‘ 
‘with electrical devices. It was consid- 
ered that the Servel Corporation in 
acquiring the rights to the device had 
headed off considerable trouble. 

If a current report to the effect that 
the Brady interests have a subtsantial 


interest in the Servel Corporation is 
correct, utility me 


believe the cor- 
poration’s acquisition of the new de- 
vice is a logical step. Use of the de- 
vice on a large scale would mean a 
sizable amount of “business for the 
Consolidated Gas Company, in which 
the Bradys are leaders. With the ac- 
tual number of consumers of gas in 
Manhattan declining from year to 
year, the Consolidated Gas Company 
increases its sales of gas only through 
developing new uses for it. 

It is pointed out that no matter how 
widespread the use of the gas refriger- 
ator might become,.the electrical re- 
frigerator would still be in demand in 
sections where only electricity and not 
“gas is available.
